Strange Kac«'* of Men. 



Till KOTO TIU11K OF SEWdt'lNKA, 
OR PAPUA. 



The Island of New Guinea lies in 
the South Pacific Ocean, and with 
the exception of Australia, is the 
largest island in the world. It has 
not been fully explored, though dis- 
covered in lfill, but it is supposed 
to cover at least a quarter of a million 
square miles, and is therefore larger 
than France. No white man has 
east set foot in the interior of the 
island. 

The Motu tribe inhabit the i 
and having been visited by a few- 
white men, principally missionaries 
and traders, have acquired a little, 
only a very little, however, tincture 
of civilization. The men spend most 
of their time in hunting, smoking, 
and occasional fishing and trading 
expeditions. The harder work is 
done by the women. Their houses 
are built in an irregular line along the 
sea shore, and arc built on piles 
driven into the ground so that at 
high tide the water llovvs under 
them. They average twenty-five feet 
long by fifteen wide, and are about 
twelve feet high from the floor to tho 
centre of the pointed roof ; the back 
looks toward the sea, and the front 
inland. A veranda is usually built 
on the front, access to which is ob- 
tained by a roughly constructed 
ladder. The women make pottery, 
which they barter with other tribes 
who come from considerable distances. 
both from the north and south, in ex- 
change for agricultural produce and 
fish. The pitchers and bowls are 
made of rod or slate colored clav. 
The BffMT and lower halves are made 
separately, and when in a damp or 
moist, state .are joined and patted to- 
gether with a flat board. They are 
then baked in an open fire on the 
beach. Three forms of pottery are 
made — viz., a ura, or cooking pot ; 
a hordu, or water pitcher, and a nao, 
or bowl. 

The wai weapons of the men are the 
to, or sjwar ; the auroi, a dagger made 
out of the large bone of 
wary ; wooden swords and stone clubs. 
Although they have bows and arrows, 
they do not use them as much as some 
other tribes. Their stone clubs and 
batohetS are great curiosities. They 
are made of a greenish colored stone 
found in the interior, and are work- 
ed to the required shape by being 
hammered with a flint, or some other 
bard stone. It is - dious pro- 

cess, often taking a week to make a 
single club. For defence, the Motu 
warrior carries a MM*, or wooden 
shield, about two feet six inches 
long, by one find six inches wide. 
partly covered with plated wtcker- 
i work. In their trading voyages, the 



Motu sometimes goes two hundred 
miles by sea. When on long voyages, 
they have the habit of tying several 
canoes together to lessen the danger 
of an upset. Their ideas of religion 
and morals are very low. They are 
groat thieves, and have not the slight- 
est idea of a Cod, but believe that 
after their death their spirits will in- 
habit tho space above the sea, called 
by them twuran. Before the arrival 
of the white man, they had no idea of 
any laud except their own. They 
sometimes, it is true, saw the sails of 
distant: vessels, but they believed that 
they were Spirits, or' as they called 
them vtichct. This and the fear of 
an evil spirit, called i-ata, appears to 
constitute the only semblance of any 
religious feeling (hat exists asaeag 
them. Any extraordinary occurrence 
is attributed either to tfie supeina- 
turaj agency of man or of rata. 

The number of wive* which a man 
of the Motu tribe can have is only 
limited by the amount of his rich 
in theory, but notwithstanding ti 
it is quite the exception for an\ 
them. With the possible exception" of 
the chiefs, to have more titan one. 
The reason is plain— the women very 
naturally object to polygamy, and 
make it very uncomfortable both for 
the husband and his new wife. The 
following articles, or their equivalent 
in Others, are necessary for the pur- 
chase of a wife fromkor father — one 
dog's teeth nocklaee. or dodom;one 
pearl shell, or main ; ono pig, or 
buruma ; one nassashell necklace, or 
laut.au ; one stone tomahawk, orila; 
one white cone-shell armlet, or toia : 

one spear, or io ; and two woman's 

girdles, or ramis, made from the sage 
plant, and colored. 

The color of the Motu is something 
varying between that of a Portnguei 
and a rich shade of chocolate. The 
women all have brown eves, aquiline 
noses, largo mouths, wolf formed lips 
and ears, and slightly prominent 
cheek bones, and their hair is general- 
ly black. Owin£ to their hard lives 
they grow old in looks while still voting 
in years. The members of this tribe 
are very diminutive in stature, slight- 
ly built hut well proportuncd, athletic, 
good looking, and fairly intelligent. 
The average height of the men is five 
feet, four inches; of the women four 
eleven and a half inches. 

On festive occasions, cassoway, 
bird of paradise, and parrot feather- 
head dresses are worn. When a rela- 
tive dies, they shave off all their hair 
with a piece of shell, or glass, when 
thej i it. and blacken tl 

bodies with plumbago. If the deceas- 
ed was a near relative, the blacking 
process is kept up for about three 
months, but if distant, they show 
their respect for his memory by in. 
ly painting black streaks upon their 
faces. The women are tattoed all 
over, but the men are less so, and 
often omit it entirely. Only distin- 
guished warriors are cor 
wort hi v of the honor of being tat- 
toed, so those oaa be very readily dis- 
tinguished by t ;.g on their 
foreheads. 

The Motu wear no beard, mous- 
tache, or whiskers, but pluck out 
each hair separately, having a great 
prejudice against its growth on the 
race, and it is not. uncommon for them 
to pluck off the eyebrows and eye- 
lashes also.

A sermon remarkable in manner of 

delirerj was preached at Christ's 

Church last, night, by Rev. A. \\ .

Thercause 
of their death was diphtheria. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hart M. Chamber- 
layue, of Concord Depot, Va., came 
very near losing their youngest 
child — their only daughter — by the 
tame disease. Finding her complain- 
ing, they examined the inside ol her 
month; and found her pnlato foul, 
and immediately gave her n dose of 
calomel, ami afterwards three 'im<-s 
a day, for three days. They

and visited her. Jf<- told them thai 
as threatened with diphtheria, 

which they did not suspect till then. 

vised them to continue giving 

her the calomel with another pre 

seription. Be told them she would 

probably i away if they 

bad not gVven h< r calomel. 

Deaf-mute parents should c 

the mouths of their children if they 
find them sick, and if tl -y lind them 
foul, they should give them a dose of 
calomel, and then send for the 
doctor. 

The doctor congratulated Mr. and 
Mrs. Ohambcrlayne on their nkill in 
saving their daughter from diphtheria. 
I had the fact from them through the, 
medium of their hands, the last time I 
visited them.

I do riot think I 
ever taw the grave of any deaf mute 
drunkard in all my missionary 
journeyings. 

Last. Saturday afternoon, [ received 
a call from a young Episcopal 
minister and had a pleasant con- 
versation with him. He told me 
that his father, a minister deceased, 
was a missionary in Crete, Grc< 
and that he was born in that country.

"A damsel not having received the

victim to influences of a fatal illness. 
And upon a bed of sickness, the child 
had no idea of sound, lay fading 
away assome'delicate flower, slowly 
drooping to decay. It was apparent 
that tbe angels were assembling to 
claim the young Christian as an aa- 
sociate in the 'Saint's Home in 
glory.' The bedside was 'surrounded 
by loving friends, when suddenly, the 
thin, white arm was raised and point 
ing upward, she, in mute language, 
exclaimed \See ! See 1 1 ' They Knew 
what it was then ; but again she, in 
radiant expression, said in her voice 
Ickh language, ' I her music,' and 
soon aftewarda that soul, which had 

passed a Houndless life on earth, Hwec-t 
ly flew away to the music of celestial 
spheres to receive tbe crown of glory 
from Him who hath said ' I am the 
way and the truth and the life.' " 

The other was as follows: 

"I would desire to say that, your 
city, Fayettevillc, N. C, has produced 
her two intelligent deaf mute sons, 
Thomas H. and David It. Tillirighast, 
for instructors, which positions they 
are now holding at yonr Slate Insti 
tution, to the entire satisfaction of 
your State authorities and particular- 
ly to the great gratification of those 
among whom they first saw tbe light 
and afterwards spent their days here, 
entirely ignorant of the attributes of 
Him whom we are now worshipping 
in this, the house of God, until they 
were neiit, one to Staunton, Va., and 
the other to New York City. Behold 
they are now your good fellow citi- 
zens in the fullest sense.'' 

I Thursday, I received a letter 
from a deaf-mute lady at the North 
Carolina Institution, in which she .said 
that she was much pleased with the 
table prayers, which 1 prepared for 
the Deak-Mutes' Journal, and that 
she had studied them to commit them 
to memory, and took pleasure in 
rendering them at all meals. 

The geninuo hospitality which I 
have been enjoying at the hunda of my 
warm frienda here, reminds mo of 
what my good friend Mr. Geo. A. 
Holmes, a gentlemanly clerk, in the 
Probate Office, Boston, Mass., told me 
about two years ago. Ho met me in 
Ity of Notions, and told me with a 
smiling face that lie would be pleased 
to place his spare room at my disposal 
at any time. 

I must now stop writing, as 
I have to write several letters to da v. 
I leave town this afternoon to travel 
about, four hundred miles without 
stopping, to attend to some import ant 
business, which a fe.w days ago over- 
took and skipped me on my way to 
New Orleans, as I have told you.
